Mr. Kingsmill Moore said that people 
assumed that such rights as the Act gave 
were given automatically. Before any rights 
could be asserted it was necessary that cer- 
tain preliminary steps should be taken. First 
of all, it was to be remembered that it was 
not a fair rent Act. It did not give com- 
pensation for improvements unless the neces- 
sarv steps had been taken to pave the way. 

The statute which sow the relations 
of landlord and tenant was still the Deasy 
Act of 1860, of. which Baron Deasy was the 
author. Under the 1860 Act compensation 
for improvements could not be paid. 


THE 1881 ACT 


The effect of the 1881 Act was that it 
made it possible that improvements were 
entitled to be paid for in certain circum- 
stances, but it only applied to the agricul- 
tural community and to gricultural land. 
The Town Tenants Act of [906 reproduced 
in a modified form some of the principles 
that had been enacted for tenanted land. It 
Eas that a man could be compensated if 
e were unreasonably disturbed and could 
receive compensation for imprevements. That 
Act had been replaced by the present Act, 
but if certain necessary steps were not taken 
a tenant could not get a‘penny compensation. 
“I have never come across a case,” said 
Mr. Kingsmill Moore, “in which the proper

+} notices had bee served.’ Speaking generally, 


people had been so lax about the preliminary 
steps that there were remarkably few cases 
in which compensation could be given for 
improvements. The object of the 1931 Act, 
however, was to give compensation for im- 
provements, always provided that the proper 
steps had been taken and the proper 
notices served. Secondly, it provided that 
people would not be turned out of places in 
which they had been working or living with- 
out being able to come to court. 


IMPROVEMENTS 


‘There was a sort of idea that the effect of 
the Act was that if a tenant wanted to 
expend money on presumable improvements 
they were entitled to do it and at the end of 
their lease get compensation. That was not 
so. They were not entitled to make the 
landlord pay for what might be to the land- 
lord a white elephant. A landlord had to ho 
given fair notice. If the landlord said he 
would do the préposed improvements himself 
and they cued not agree as to the new rent 
th» tenant could go to Court to get a rent 
fixed. There were a great many stiles to be 
got over before a person, who wished to 
make an improvement, could be certain that 
he was going to get compensation. There 
were four cases in which the equity of the 
tenant vas greater than the legal or con- 
tractual right of the landlord to turn a tenant 
out of a premises. There were also certain 
circumstances in which the landlord could 
defeat those preliminary rights under the Act. 

The lecturer was accorded a vote of thanks, 
to which Messrs. Alexander Haslett, D. F.
